‘The race was appointed to take place at a quarter past three 
o'clock, and upon the telegraph-board being hoisted it was at once 
gleaned that thirteen would oppose the Gaul, despite the odds of 18 
io § being so freely laid on him. ‘Twenty-two had been coloured 
on the card, aad the numbers hoisted were—1, Barbar ssa; 2, Kla- 
rinska; 4, Regalia; 5, Heir at Law; 6, Dux; 7, The Duke; 
9, Breadalbaue; 11, Gladiateur; 13, Zambesi; 15, Walcot ; 
17, Archimedes ; 18, Red Earl; 19, Peeress; and 23, Sister to 
Ascham. ‘lhe latter was omitted on the card. The absentees 
were—3, Exceller; 8, Beroomiclaw; 12, La Fortune; 14, Wed- 
ding Peal; 17, Thallasius; 20, Reyinella; 21, Olmar; and 
22, Nightwatch. The weighing was commenced early, Harry 
Giimshaw being the first to get-to scale for Gladiateur, but it was 
past the’ time for starting that the numbers were displayed; and 
then some delay was occasioned by the horses parading and taking 
their preliminary canters, Heir-ut-Law, with Jemmy Grimshaw 
up, was the first animal that was mounted, and he certsinly looked 
little the worse for his recent operation, He cantered slowly down 
the straight, followed by the coarse-made Barbarosea, and after them 
cawe the Oaks victrix (Regalia), avho had been reported coughing, 
The compact Zambesi was next to show, with Sister to Ascham at 
hia heels, having in herwake Walcot, The Duke, Peeress, Breadal- 
bane, Dux, Klarinska, Red Earl, Archimedes, and Gladiateur. The 
Jatter had been walking in the paddock rearward of the Stand for 
upwards of an hour, and was lead, ready mounted, into thy course 
by Tom Jennings. Mr, M’George hoisted the flag signal as soon 
as the line of running was clear, and the horses then took their 
canters up. the straight, led by Breadalbine, The Duke preceding 
Regalia, Archimedes, and Klarinska, the rear beiag brought up by 
Glidiateur, At forty minutes past four the starter’s mandate was 
given, and the lot went away at the first attempt, Zambesi, 
the Duke, Karinska, and Walcot bing the tirss in motion. As 
soon as they had fairly settled on theie legs, Klarinsks cut out the 
work at a good pace, but was beaten at the Red House, from which 
point The Duke took up the running, supported by Peeress, Regalia, 
Achimedes, and Breadalbane, the remainder there being quite hope- 
less. Half-way round the bend into the straight Peeress compounded, 
and Gladiateur (who had emerged from the ruck on passing the 
Rifle Butts) was alongside Regalia, Archimedes, and Breadalbane. 
On approaching the distance The Duke ‘‘ cracked,” and Reyalia and 
Archimedes were left with the lead, but Gladiateur overhauled them 
in a few strides beyond, came right away, and won almost as he 
hiked, certainly with a *‘ heap” io hand, Regalia supplanting Archi- 
medes for the second prize, after a long set-to, by a short length, The 
Dake running home a moderate fourth, and Breadalbane fitth, Of 
course, When Gladiatear put up he was met by a pugilistic corps, 
headed by Jem Mace, Jerry Noon, and Bos ‘{'yler, who escorted 
him back to the ring ; but we cannot say that either horse, owner, 
trainer, jockey, or their ‘‘ highly respectable retainers” met with a 
very enthusiastic reception, for the Yorkshire tykes and the general 
public were ‘sore’ about the way in which Mr, Grahain’s objection 
to the winner had been treated. Many went to say that the stewards 
were biassed in the matter; but whatever was the reason we 
are glad that the threatened storm blew over harmlessly. 
The nett value of the stakes is about £5,825, which makes £18,562 
Gladiateur has won in this country within the past few months, or 
rather, the present seasou, in stukes alone.

Normaudy, and his sire and dam, though both descended from 
Hnglish s:ock, were likewise bred in France, Monarque (to whose 
claims as a sire we have frequently drawn the attention of English 
breeders, who had proof of his quality as a rage-horse in this 
country by winning the Goodwood Cup and Newmarket Handicap) 
being by The Baron, Sting, or the Muperor (three of the best horses 
that ever left Mogland) out of Poetess, by: Royal Oak (bred in 
France); whilst Miss Gladiator, the dam of Gladiateur, is by 
Gladiator (second to Bay Middleton in our Derby) out of ‘Taffrail, 
by Sheet Anchor.  ‘Vaffrail was bred by General Peel, and 
sold to the late Mons. Aumont, at whose sale Miss Gladiator 
was bought by Count Layrange, who has a yearling colt 
named Dragon, by Munarque ov Father Thames, out of her,—the 
tare (curivusly enough) having been barren the year before and after 
breediog Gladiateur. Her foul isa filly by Monarque, and she is 
covered by himagain.. Buth Mona:que and Father ‘names are the 
private property of Count Lagrange. Regalia is a fine strapping 
mara; but this week was not within a stone of Gladiateur, John

considerable notice from her great size und fine shape; and every- 
body was pleased with Lev freeduim and power when set in motion, 
It struck us, however, that ia addition tosuffering recently feom a 
cough, she had been a bit sore ; and we know that she did very 
litle long work on Langton Wold within the last fortnight owing 
to its hardness, Regalia—fitting nawe for the winner of the first

Carlotta Patti is the elder of two gifted sisters, and she is not only, 
like Adelina, an Italian by race, but by birth; if therefore, there be 
tnything in the notion so commonly expressed that the very air ot 
that land of song is favourable to the development of the physical 
qualities on which a richly-toned and flexible voice depends, tho elder 
Sister claims in this a valuable birthright exclusively herown. It was 
in the city of Florence, in the year 1840, while her mother was fulfilling 
4n engagement as prima donna at the Pergola Theatre, that Carlotta 
Came into the world; and being born, not only under an Italian sky, 
butin the midst ofa busy world of art—which, by the way, she pro- 

ably inconvenienced by her intrusion—it is not wonderful that art 
should have so decidedly proved her vocation. Strange to say, how-’ 
$ver, though under such circumstances she could not but become to a 
cértain extent a musician, her early bont was towards painting, which 
she pursued with ardour and with considerable success, and when she 
finally did make up her mind to devote herself to music it was as a 
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pianist thatshe elected to make herself proficient. Mdime. Patti had been 
offered an engagement to sing at, the Italian Opera of New York, which 
she had accepted, and when Carlotta was devoting herself to the piano 
she had the opportunity of receiving instruction and counsel from the 
celebrated pianist and composer, Henri Herz, an opportunity which she 
turned tothe best account. Inthe midst of these studies, however, 
she was called upon to perform a mournfal task, and one which at her 
garly age must have deeply impressed her, and tended to throw that 
tinge of melancholy which is occasionally visible in her expression, and 
heightens in so remarkable a degree the effect of her smile when sun- 
shine breaks through the cloud. One cf her sisters had married Signor 
Scola, a musical professor of high reputation then, but still higher now 
a8 tho instructor of Adelina and Carlotta Patti. Soon after her marriage

This was in the year 1861, 
Che well-known American impresario, M. Uhlmann, being present at 

ter debut, bad no difficulty in forming a judgment as to her present 
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merits and future prospects, and ha engaged her at onca for the grand 
concerts of the New York Academy of Music. Here her success was 
fully confirmed, and with this stamp of currency upon her she com- 
mencod a tour through the principal cities of the North American 
States, in each of which the musical public unhesitatiagly ratified the 
verdict of the capital of American civilisation, Thon camo the great 
earthquake that rove asunder the vast Amorican empire, aad it might 
have been thought that the new-blown honours of the young vocalist 
were destined to be smothered in the smoke of battle, Quite the re- 
verso, for Mdlle. Patti proved the truth of the homely proverb about 
an ill wind, ‘Tho war storm that swept over tho land blew her newly- 
launched barque not only into a port of safety, but one where its mer- 
chandise was at a high premium, and the highost honours awaited the 
captain. Tho bulletins of the battlo-fields had more interest than auy 
other works of invention which theatrical managers could offer to the 
public of Now York; and the voice of rumour, with its ever-changing 
modty—no w solemn, now triumphant—rendered every other vocal per- 
egnh¥nceinsipidincomparison, ‘ho managers of the Opera House were 
at the ond of their wits to discoveran attraction strong enough to fix the 
attention of this war-bowildered people, and luckily bothought them of 
persuading Carlotta Patti to make her debut oa the staga, a step 
which she had always had tho greatest reluctanca to take, owing to 
a slight defect in hor gait, the result of an accident in her childhood.

SKIFF RACE ON THE TYNE FOR £50, 

The match between George Young, of Sunderland, and James Boyd, 
of Gateshead, was settled from Bridge to Bridge, for £25 a side, on 
Monday morning last. Skiff races are now £0 frequent on the Tyne 
that we have almost exhausted our store of introductory information, 
and we hazard that the details afforded us on this occasion will admit 
ofremarkably meagre scope. For some months Young had pulled 
Feveral matches, aud, irrespective of ill luck, his backers have through 
out displayed a relishable disposition to afford him « fair and open field 
to fame should he possess the necessary attributes, but we doubt that 
his Monday's performance will tend decidedly to his retrenchment, 
Young is a hardy, strongly formed person, of about 30 years of. age, 
and of much muscular strength, and the brief time that he has followed 
boatrowing he has progressed well, 80 satisfactory in fact to his Sun- 
dorland friends, that they believed him to be Chambers the secundus, 
aud that the coveted championship would pass from the Thames to the 
Wear in an incredibly short space of time. It has so far, however, 
beon willed otherwise. Young has a passable style of handling his 
oars, but he dwindles away too much time between the stroke and the 
dip for him to become a good oarsman. ‘This fault was particularly 
observable on Monday. ‘This defect remedied he would do consider- 
able better work. Young's first race on the Tyne was with Appleby, 
of Sunderland, in heavy koot, for £40, 3 miles, when he 
lost, he weather was what may be considered diriy, and the water 
lumpy on the occasion. Another match was made to pull on tho 
Same conditions the Saturday following, when Young won, 
He next pulled Appleby in skiffs, on the Wear, for the championship, 
when he ran foul of a buoy and capsized, leaving Appleby to win as 
hoe liked; next pulled Riley in heavy boats, when he shared a similar 
fate; afterwards pulled Meak in similar boats, Young was half a 
dozen lengths last at the half-mile, a foul occurred at the mile which 
Wag adjudged against Young. He last Eee Appleby in skiffs on the 

‘yne, foe £50, when he wov. All in all Young is a plucky sculler, he 
pulls a splendid stern raco always, and he degerves the unlimited con- 
tidence of his backers. Boyd's age is about 33 years, ho is an agree- 
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able person and well liked by the Gateshead and Newcastle middle 
class community. We believe ho is asawyer by business. Latterly 
however he has taken up his residence immediately below the Old 
Tyne Bridge where he lets out all sorts of small craft on hire. It is 
many years since Boyd commenced boat rowing and we should say a 
dozen summers back he was one of the foremost amongst the moderate 
class of oarsmenin Gateshead. We have no record of his matches, at 
any rate none worthchronicling. It will suflice that he has performed 
no feat of note for full 10 years, a date anterior to champion contests 
on the Tyne. The present match was made at once after Young’s 
victory over Appleby. Mr. William Blakey being stakeholder. The 
articles stated that the race be for £25 a side (open for £50 aside); the 
latter sum, however, was abandoned. £1 a side was posted on July 
17th; £4. side more on the 22nd July; £10 a side on August Sth; 
and the final £10 a side on Saturday evening last, on which evening 
Mr. Blakey was elected to be referee; in default he chose Mr. Thomas 
Hall, aquatic reporter to the Newcastle Daily Chronicle. The time for 
the start was announced for half-past seven o’clock on eck 
morning, at which early hour there was a large attendance both 
en land and water. A couple of steamboats attended, the 
Anthony Nichol, official boat, and the Rosamond. On board the 
former we noticed Mr. W. Blakey, Mr, J. Bagnall, Mr. Thomas J, 
Pickett, Mr. Leithead (Sunderland), Mr. J. Nanson, Mr. Thomas Hand- 
ford, Mr, James Gilleuder, Mr. W. Murton, Mr, Edward Monkhouse, 
Mr. James Grant, Mr. J. Percy, Mr, Teasdale Wilson, Mr. John 
Adams, Mr. James Taylor, Mr. Thomas Matfin, and Mr. George 
Percy, besides upwards of more than 50 other gentlemen connected 
with aquatics, From Sunderland thero was a strong muster of 
Young’s friends, The morning was fine for those on shore, but, as 
usual, a west wind disturbed the river, which was lampy during the 
first mile, and moderately so the remaining portion of the distance, 
Young lost the toss, and, as he had the worst side, the bettiag stood at 
6to4 against him, with trifling speculation. Boyd pulled in the 
Princess Alexandra, built by Jewitt, the same craft that Cooper con- 
tended against Kellyand Chambersat King’s Lynnin, Young rowed in 
his own skiff, also built by Jewitt. Boyd put off first from his own 
residenco; Young followed from the Mansion Houso, and precisely at 
7,40 o'clock they wero in readiness forthe start. There was no non- 
sense or false starting. The competitors barely looked round to notice 
the course they had to pull over, and dipping their sculls, away 
they went at the first attempt and we regret that so poor a race en- 
sued. At least there is six to four in the difference of the north and 
south sides on a lumpy day, and Boyd quickly made the best of it by 
pulling right ahead of Young, whose supposed skill was made a sorry 
sight of before 200 yds out of the 34 miles had been contested. Instead 
of making into the shore for shelter, Young rowed almost into the 
centre of the river where the swell was fiercest, and before the Man- 
sion House was reached he was just ono length last, having thus 
early received a perfect drenching. Young's style was slow and occa- 
sionally sluggish, and he certainly did not appear to enjoy the 
awkward position he was placedin. 5 to 1 was now offered, The 
race towards the Bottle House was still more one-sided. Boyd had all 
tho best of the course, and he made such good use of it that he placed 
absolutely nearly four lengths between them. After the firat quarter 
ofa milo Young was totally out of the race, and his friends on board 
the steamer atill foolishly kept him tugging and buffeting away amongst 
the lumpy water. His trainer should have at any rate advised him 
with more judgment. From the Skinner's Burn to the Shot Tower 
there was no difference. Opposite to the Lead Iactory Young put 
on a little spurt, and lessened the gap to four lengths, but Boyd 
was pulling well within himself, and afew extra strokes made a still 
greater gap. ‘Uhe next half milo was rowed in # similar order, A 
short distance up the Annio Island Young exerted himself most 
plausibly, but his efforts only caused further prostration, and from 
that point he gave up the ghost, and the interest that had not earlier 
died away now ceased altogether, At the Meadows House Boyd was 
ten lengths first. Ho kept this much in front until 100 yds from the 
Bridge, when he ceased, and eventually won by half a dozen lengths, 
in the most easy manner; time, 30 min 11 sec exactly, After the race 
both men pulled ashore, and we wero glad to notice that Boyd was the 
first to welcome his conquered opponent. ‘The winner was trained by 
Teasdale Wilson. Ho wasin splendid trim, Hemmings, of Richmond, 
looked after Young. We consider he was much too fat. He, never- 
theleas, pulled a fine stern raco, Mr, Leithead stood umpire for 
Zaung, aud Teasdale Wilson for Boyd, A collection was made for the 
Oser. 


TESTIMONIAL TO BOB CHAMBERS. 


A beautiful timepiece and glass shade was presented to Ohambors 
by his brother Odd Fellows of the Manchester Unity, at the house of 
Mr. Jamos ‘Taylor, Three Crowns Ton, Buxton-street, Newcastle, 
on Saturday evening last, Tho timepiece is of elegant design, and 
was manufactured by Messrs, Lister and Son, the eminent jewellers, 
&o,, of Mosley-street. The presentation took placo in the club room 
of the order, the attendance being full. Mr, Rutter was called on to 
preside, and was loudly cheered on taking the chair, Chambers sat on 
his right and Edward Winship on his left. The proceedings began 
about 7.30 o'clock, when Mr. W. Andrews favoured the company with 
« The Queen God Bless Her,” in creditable style, The chairman then 
made the presentation; in the course of a brief but sensible speech he 
spoke of the many groat deeds performed by Chambers. Ho still be- 
lieved that a few months’ quiet would bring him (Chambers) out in his 
old form and that he would yot be able to restore the Championship 
once more tothe Tyne. Mr, Wallace afterwards sung , The Tyne 
Exile’s Return.” In acknowledging the gift, Chambers said it was 
not in mortals to always command success, ho had won many hard- 
contested matches, but his late efforts had not been what the public 
expected from him. Ho novertheless had done his best, and as he in- 
tended to take especial care of himself for the next few months, he 
hoped next year to be ablo to come out better than ever ho was in his 
life. He meant to be Champion once more, Chambers then thanked 
the assembly for the gift, and sat down amidst loud and oft-repeated 
applause. The health of Edward Winship, of the chr ee Four, 
was noxt honoured ; that worthy in return spoke kindly of the meeting 
and announced that with hts confrere Bob, any other two men in Kog- 
land could “be on” for £200 a side. This statement, which was made 
in all sincerity, gave unlimited satisfaction. Various other toasts were 
sung and an agreeable evening's amusoment terminated at an early 
hour. On the timepiece was inscribed, ‘ Presented to P. G. Robert 
Chambers, by his brother Odd Fellows, as a mark of their appreciation 
of his honourable conduct as an oarsman. Sept. 9th, 1865.” 


THE LATE TYNE AMATEUR REGATTA. 

It appears thatthe stewards’ decision toaward the Challenge Cup to 
the T.A.R.C. has been, 80 we are informed, somewhat severely 
handled by the crew of the Northern Rowing Club, who pulled for the 
prizo, Now, that the cup has been disposed of, it shows’ very bad 
taste to display any ebullition of tempor, especially of the nature we 
mean. We say that tho fivertewards are gentlemen of independent 
opinions, and we certainly believe that they judged unbiassedly. At 
any rate, from what we saw of the race and the meeting, we credit 
they did, and the sooner the subject is permitted to drop, the better it 
will be for everyond who has the interest of aquatics at heart. The 
63 regatta completed, knocked on the head professional gatherings. 
Certainly, then, we should not s0 soon after have occasion to announce 
the total cessation of amateur aquatics also, Such at any rate will be 
the flatofit, ifalittle more duty and common senee is not shown. Some 
of our contemporaries have been amusing themselves, but not the 
public in the North, by writing down the manner in which the regatta 
was conducted. Did they know that the committeo embraced 18 
geutlemen, and that outof that number five were selected to officiate as 
stewards, whose duty was to start and judge the races in turn? 
Did they also know thatthe five stewards were representatives of both 
‘Tyne clubs, three being from tho 'T.A.R.O,, and two from the Northern 
Club? If not, then we say their ofliciousness is singular. Proper 
rules were issued by the committea, which said that “any dispute 
which may arise, to bs referred to the stewards, whose decision shall 
be final.”
